Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, English 
suffrage leader, author, and lecturer— 
whose “militancy” helped win the 
voting. franchise for 6,000,000 women 
of Great Britain—was in the period 
of her greatest activity one of the 
most widely known political reform- 
ers in the world. 

On the eve of what appeared t4 
be the triumph of the suffrage cause 
in England, which. she had led tor 
more than a decade as the head of 
the Women’s. Social and Political 
union, founded in 1903, the great war 
broke out. Up to this time the fol- 
lowers of Mrs. Pankhurst had been 
widely characterized as hecklers of 
statesmen, window smashers, and 

Changes Her Attitude. 

Mrs. Pankhurst and many of her 
aides, including her two daughters, 
Christabel and Sylvia, suffered nearly 
every form of obloquy and hardship 
for the cause. They, had frequently 
been sent to prison and in some in- 
stances had gone on hunger strikes,“ 
heping by this means of self-imposed 
starvation to attract sympathy for 
the suffrage movement among British. 
political leaders. 

With the outbreak of the war, the 
attitude of Mrs. Pankhurst and her 
disciples immediately changed. In a 
declaration to the members of the 
Women’s Social and Political union, 
she admonished them to cease their 
activities as militant suffragettes and 
bend all energies toward “ helping the 
allies to win the war.” 


| Twice Visited U. 8. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, while recuperating 
from the excitement of riot and arrest 
in London, made two trips to Amer- 
lea before the war, once in 1911, and 
again in 1913. On the latter visit she 
was ordered deported by the immigra- 
tion officials at New York, but the 
government at Washington overruled 
the decision.

Equalization Left 
Out of Platform 
as It Stands.

Kansas City, Mo., June 13.— [Spe- 
cial.]—The battle over the McNary- 
Haugen bill goes directly to the floor 
of the convention itself tomorrow. 

The resolutions, committee tonight 
broke a 24 hour deadlock and adopted 
a farm plank that ignored the prin- 
ciple of the “equalization fee,” the 
heart of the corn belt farm relief 
scheme. The vote stood 35 to 15. 

The corn belters, who are headed 
by Earl C. Smith of Illinois, president 
of the Illinois Agricultural association, 
served notice that they would submit 
a minority report. This will not use 
the phrase “equalization fee but 
it will contain an explicit indorsement 
of it. Mr. Smith will lead the minori- 
ty fight on the floor. 

The fifteen votes in favor of the 
equalization principle, the phrase it- 
self being deleted, were from the corn 
belt states. 

Fierce Battle Promised. 

The farm uprisers declare the out- 
look is for one of the most intense 
debates that has enlivened a Republi- 
can convention since 1912, the year of 
the Bull Moose revolt. 

The farm plank voted by the major- 
ity of the platform committee, is to 
a measurable degree, the McNary-

“ Briefly,” said Bingham, “the 
plank admits the serious condition 
in which the farmers find themselves.

It pledges the Republican party 
to find ways and means to dispose of 
the surplus, It advocates the creation 
of a farm board to aid the farmers 
in disposing of their surplus.”

“It will not mention the equaliza- 
tion fee by name,” he said, but it 
will contain an explicit definition of 
the priniciple of the equalization fee. 
Nothing less will satisfy the farmers.” 


Both Sides Adamant. 

The subcommittee which framed 
the platform was unable to effect a 
compromise after 12 hours of Gelibera- 
tion. The equaetization fee was the 
stumbling block. Every time a pro- 
posed farm plank went to a vote, it 
stood fourteen to two. 

In the committee, the equalizer 
group refused to vote for any compro- 
mise which did not indorse the princi- 
ple of the equalization fee. : 

The majority insisted as strongly 
against reporting a plank which in- 
dorsed the basic principle of the 
McNavy-Haugenism. This, they said, 
would be a slap at President Coolidge, 
who twice vetoed the Be- 
sides, it is argued, it would not be in 
consonance with the nomination of 
Secretary Hoover, who is accounted 
one of the chief advisers of the Pres- 
dent in his veto.

Candidacy Just Grew. 

Here is all the evidence of the work 
of a Mark Hanna's master hand. The 
truth is, however, that there was no 
Mark Hanna unless it was Hoover 
himself. His has been a candidacy 
that just grew. No one great manip- 
ulator but a numerous aggregation 
of politicians of average ability organ- 
ized his campaign and translated into 
votes the political capital Hoover has 
amassed in innumerable public under- 
takings affecting the interests of mil- 
lions of people. 

Herbert Hoover, reputed to be ig: 
norant of politics now is revealed 
as the cleverest politician of them all. 

Work Gives Counsel. 

The man who launched the Hoover 
boom for President and guided the 
canvass for the commerce secretary 
in its early stages is Dr. Hubert Work, 
secretary of the interior. 

When Hoover became an avowed 
candidate Work retired into the back - 
ground, but continued to give the Hoo- 
ver managers the benefit of his coun- 
sel. If Hoover is elected it ig not 
doubted that Work will be promoted 
to a more important cabinet post 
than that he now holds. 

Other members of the cabinet, who 
have aided the Hoover candidacy are 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine and 
Postmaster General New, both of 
whom it is reasonable to suppose, Mr. 
Hoover would retain in his official fam- 
ily. Presumably Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon would be asked to 
continue, but Secretary of State Kel- 
logg probably would be allowed to re- 
tire as he does not exactly see eye 
to eye with Mr. Hoover on foreign 
policies. 
Welds Hoover Organization. 

For some time, after the Hoover can- 
didacy formally was launched it had 
no generalissimo. There were Hoover 
committees working independently in 
a score. or more of states nd finally 
James W. Good, a Chicago lawyer, 
was appointed a coérdinator of these 
activities. Mr. Good once was a con- 
gressman from Iowa and was chalr- 
man of the house committee on appro- 
priations. He was western manager of 
the Coolidge nomination campaign in 
1924.

‘DAWES AND‘THE VICE 
PRESIDENCY. 


It is not unusual for a ational conventibn to 
rick its candidate for Vice President just as the 


‘Gélegates are reaching for their hats and starting 


‘for their trains. It is not often apparent that 
anything has been taken into account except the 
willingness of the candidate to go in second place 
and the idea that a section of the country would 
give more votes or a section of the party be held 
in line better on account of a particular person- 
ality. 

Such a method is not the most rational in the 
, world, and it is not highly considerate of the pos- 
sibilities of presidential succession. That it some- 
‘times works better than it might be expected to 
is a remark which might be made of the whole 
American political system. On one occasion the 
‘Democratic party nominated for Vice President an 
elderly gentleman because he had great wealth. 
The party was taking a chance with the succes- 
‘sion to fatten its campaign fund. 

The runners-up in a convention seldom care to 
‘take second place if they have missed first. That 
would be a politically reasonable thing to do, but 
men who would enjoy the activities of the White 
House prefer to be engaged in their own private 
affairs rather than face the inactivities of the 
vice presidential office, although there are the 
duties in the senate chamber. 6 

It is true that sometimes a party will select a 
man for Vice President who is quite as able as the 
man at the head of the ticket, That was done four 


years ago by the convention which nominated, 


Dawes with Coolidge. It may be not much in Mr. 
Dawes’ wish to go on the ticket this year with Mr. 
Hoover. There was a time when the possibility 
‘was considered that events would bring him first 
place, but that did not have any support from him. 
At this writing ſt is assumed that if he will accept 
the nomination for Vice President the convention is 
ready to give it to him again. If it is as fair to 
him as it is intended ta be complimentary he should 
be urged to do so, and the convention could hardly 
be better advised than to draft this internationally 
known citizen of great ability to run with Mr.

industry have not yet united in a demand for fair 
play as between sections. 5 1 

Chicago and the middle west resent the injus- 
tices and the losses. We resent the fact that the 


seaboard states are forcing upon us a sectionalism 


which can have most vicious consequences in the 
national life. By temperament and history the 
mid-westerner is not a sectionalist. The prairies 
were settled from both north and south, and if we 
drew any lesson from the civil: war it was the 
lesson that settionalism is a national menace. We 
have no sectional consciousness such as is pos 
sessed by the New Englander or the southerner, 
but we can develop it, and we will develop it if 
repression and injustice force the issue upon us. 
In the economic and political struggle that 
would ensue the middle west would not come off 
second best. We have the lion's share of the na- 
tion’s productive wealth.

The center of 
population is not far from Indianapolis. The agrt- 
cultural center is in Missouri, a night's ride to the 
west of us. It is not thinkable that the richest 
section of the nation will permit itself to be held 
down by arbitrary restrictions imposed by the 
jealousy and selfishness of others. We have not 
sought and we do not desire a renewal of section- 
alism, with all it implies of the waste of national 
energy, büt we cannot avoid the issue if it is 
thrust upon us. °

University of Illinois 
Awards 1,946 Degrees.

Urbana, III., June 13.—[ Special. 
* The America of the future will be 
largely determined by the standards 
and life of the people who make the 
Mississippi valley their home,” Dr. 


David Kinley, president of the Uni- 
versity of Lllinois, told 1,599 graduat- 


ing seniors from the down state de- 


partments in his address at the 57th 
commencement here today. 

He emphasized that Illinois is in the 
heart of the Mississippi valley, and its 
cultural life and standards will be de- 
termined largely by the work of the 
university. 

“No such opportunity has ever be- 
fore come to young men and women to 
utilize their educational advantages 
so as to mold their country’s future,” 
Dr. Kinley declared. 

“There are great problems before 
the American people today. Are we 
university educated people taking the 
lead in disc them, or are we not 
leaving our duty in this matter to be 
discharged by too many so-called con- 
structionists’ and retormers who 
‘lack balance of judgment, breadth of 
knowledge, and dispassionateness of 
view?’” 

„Each of you,” Dr. Kinley told the 
students, will be called on to live, so 
to speak, three lives—one the field of 
your private personality; a second, 
that of your duty as, a citizen, politi- 
cally speaking, and a third that of 
the practice of the. vocation for which 
you are specially trained. 

“We should examine ourselves and 
answer the question whether in the 
communities in which we live we play 
that part for the benefit of the public 
which the advantages of a university 
education entitle the public to expect.” 

Degrees were awarded at Chicago 
last Saturday to 347 graduates of the 
Chicago departments, including the 
colleges of medicine and dentistry and 
the school of pharmacy, making the 
tota] graduating class of the state co- 
educantional university 1,946 students. 
In addition to this number 550 de- 
grees have been awarded since the 
commencement exercises a year ago, 
the awards having been made in Au- 
gust, October and February. Of these 
awards 157 were made by the Chicago 
departments and 393 by the Urbana 
departments.
